Uttle Known Ab out the Pernicious

pert on nervous diseases.

Practically all the deaths 
so freiiuently mentioned as occurring 
from cigarette smoking may b e guar­ 
anteed to b e due to the misuse of co­ 
caine or opium In some form.” 
The cocaine eater has b ecome of 
late y ears an especial ob ject of medi­ 
cal solicitude. 
He is not easily de­ 
tected b y outward 
sy mptoms. 
He 
guards his secret morb idly , his anxiety 
not to b etray himself b eing a patholog- 


tb e victim is often known to confuse 
other persons’ property with his own.

Cocaine delusions are 
marvelous. 
The chief neurologist of the New York

Some striking facts regarding wo­ 
men as wage earners were given b y 
Mr. G. H. W”ood, F. S. S., at a meeting 
held at Bedford college last night un­ 
der the auspices of the Women’s In­ 
dustrial council, says the London Ex­ 
press. 
Remarkab le 
changes 
had 
taken 
place during the last half century, he 
said. For example, in 1851 there was 
one woman to every three men work­ 
ing on the land. Now there are eigh­ 
teen men to every woman employed 
in agriculture. 
The chief w’omen’s industry at the 
present day, apart from domestic ser­ 
vice, was the cotton trade. 
In 1851 
the numb er of men and w^omen en­ 
gaged in that trade was equal, b ut in 
1901 there were ten women to seven 
men. 
In the lace trade, once almost the 
monopoly of women, men now* seem- 
to he slowly displacing them. While 
in the last fifty years the numb er of 
men employed in that industry had 
grown from 9,000 to 13,000, the num­ 
b er of women had fallen from 52,000 
to 24,000. 
Generally speaking, women seemed 
to b e getting hold of the light, cen­ 
tralized forms of employment. 
During the last twenty years the 
wages they earned had increased in 
the cotton, wool, worsted and hosiery 
industries, b ut they had decreased 
in other trades. 
It was very significant, concluded 
the speaker, that whereas among men 
there was a marked tendency to leave 
b adly paid trades for those where 
b etter wages could b e ob tained, no 
such movement 
could 
b e ob served 
among w’omen. The first trade which 
came handy seemed to b e the one 
which a woman adopted. She seemed 
(o make no attempt to find the b est 
outlet for her lab or.

The prob lem, therefore, has b een to 
devise new methods or to render prac­ 
ticab le. in a high degree, some new 
power of propulsion, such as electrici­ 
ty, as a rival and successor of steam.
